Mr. Bay acknowledged that he took the 
money, and was put on trial for the theft 
or embezzlement. By some strange hocus 
pocus he was acquitted; perhaps his werd 
would not be taken on oath, There is such 
athing asa man being so unreliable as 
not to be believed, even when testifying 
against himself. Mr. Bay had some friends 
who adhered to him, and when he was 
acquitted they hoisted him on their shoul- 
ders and carried him triumphantly out of 
the courteroom.
